Andover firefighter is 
this dog’s best friend 


The Kublin family’s not-very- 
old dog learned a new trick Fri- 
day — how to get rescued by the 
Andover Fire Department. 

Henry, a 17-month-old choco- 
late Labrador adopted by the 
Kublin Family of Mercury Circle 
in West Andover, got loose on 
New Year’s Day around 10:30 
a.m., and bounded out onto the 
partially frozen Merrimack 
River. 

Despite the bitter cold, the ice 
on the river broke when Henry 
was about 275 feet out onto the 
river, according to Dep. Fire 
Chief Chuck Murnane. A call to 
the Andover Fire Department 
summoned fire fighters including 
Lt. Scott Gorrie from the West 
Andover Fire Station. 

Gorrie donned the wet suit 
designed for water rescues 
(referred to by firefighters as the 


“Gumby” suit). With the back up 
of fellow fire fighters and 300 feet 
of rope, Gorrie ventured out onto 
the ice to rescue the dog. 

Walking the ice on the river is 
treacherous, Murnane says, since 
a current is constantly running 
under it. Fortunately, they were 
prepared. 

“We just had training that 
morning on what we would do,” 
says Murnane. 

Firefighters are refreshed in 
water-rescue techniques annual- 
ly in early winter, when people 
and animals are most likely to 
fall through the ice, Murnane 
says. 

Gorrie was nearly at the end of 
his rope, literally, when he fell 
into the river himself. Mean- 
while, Henry was having trouble 
staying afloat, says owner Sara

Winter bursts on the scene 


Winter may have officially begun last 
month, but the nearly annual townwide explo- 
sion of frozen water pipes that rang in the new 
year made it truly official for the Andover Fire 
Department. 

As the first bitter cold spell hit the region 
over the weekend, Andover residents and busi- 
nesses experienced widespread water damage 
from frozen and burst water pipes. 

“When we get really cold weather for the 
first time, sometime people don’t take the pre- 
cautions they should,” says Deputy Fire Chief 
Chuck Murnane. 

Precautions include putting insulation on 
water pipes, and periodically running water to 
keep it from freezing, Murnane says. 

Buildings with sprinkler systems may be at 
greater risk of freezing water pipes, since no 
one checks to see if water is running on a regu- 
lar basis, he says. 

That occurred at Temple Emanuel on 
Haggetts Pond Road twice this week, once Sun- 
day night, and again on Monday night. 

The sprinkler system in the unheated foyer 
of the temple froze and burst, creating flooding 
the foyer and damaging rugs, according to a 
temple administrator. 

The water also shorted out their alarm sys- 
tem, which is now fixed, the administrator 
says, but the building had to be manned 
overnight Sunday while the alarm was dis- 
abled. 

Murnane says water damage occurred all 
over town. The department received calls from 
more than eight private homes including resi- 
dences in the Dale Street area, and from 
schools including Merrimack College and 
Phillips Academy’s Abbot Hall. 

“And there are bound to be more. Once it 
freezes, the water won’t flow, but as soon as it 
thaws, the water flow starts,” Murnane says.

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Car collides with house

A Ford Crown Victoria broke down the front 
door of Eva Vastl’s home Wednesday morning, 
and wedged itself between the top and bottom 
floor.

Winter bursts on the scene 


Winter may have officially begun last 
month, but the nearly annual townwide explo- 
sion of frozen water pipes that rang in the new 
year made it truly official for the Andover Fire 
Department. 

As the first bitter cold spell hit the region 
over the weekend, Andover residents and busi- 
nesses experienced widespread water damage 
from frozen and burst water pipes. 

“When we get really cold weather for the 
first time, sometime people don’t take the pre- 
cautions they should,” says Deputy Fire Chief 
Chuck Murnane. 

Precautions include putting insulation on 
water pipes, and periodically running water to 
keep it from freezing, Murnane says. 

Buildings with sprinkler systems may be at 
greater risk of freezing water pipes, since no 
one checks to see if water is running on a regu- 
lar basis, he says. 

That occurred at Temple Emanuel on 
Haggetts Pond Road twice this week, once Sun- 
day night, and again on Monday night. 

The sprinkler system in the unheated foyer 
of the temple froze and burst, creating flooding 
the foyer and damaging rugs, according to a 
temple administrator. 

The water also shorted out their alarm sys- 
tem, which is now fixed, the administrator 
says, but the building had to be manned 
overnight Sunday while the alarm was dis- 
abled. 

Murnane says water damage occurred all 
over town. The department received calls from 
more than eight private homes including resi- 
dences in the Dale Street area, and from 
schools including Merrimack College and 
Phillips Academy’s Abbot Hall. 

“And there are bound to be more. Once it 
freezes, the water won't flow, but as soon as it 
thaws, the water flow starts,” Murnane says.

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| Car collides with house

A Ford Crown Victoria broke down the front 
door of Eva Vastl’s home Wednesday morning, 
and wedged itself between the top and bottom 
floor. 

Two hours after the car entered the 88 Das- 
comb Road home, a building inspector deter- 
mined workers might have to shore up the build- 
ing before removing the car, said Officer Jason 
Dowd. 

“He (the inspector) doesn’t think we should 
pull the car out,” said Dowd. “I guess (the crash) 
pulled some of the wall out from the foundation. 
They think most of that side of the house is being 
held up by the car.” 

The accident occurred around 8:30 a.m. and 
police say the driver of the car, Eleanor Agostino, 
was not injured. Police say Agostino’s driver’s 
license gave a Rocky Hill Road address. No one 
was home at the time of the crash, except for a 
caged bird that could be heard squawking. 

Agostino’s car clipped a hedge and took down 
a tree decorated with Christmas lights before hit- 
ting the house. 

The front right side of her car entered a lower- 
level room that appeared to be a work and play 
area. Glass, insulation and window screens 
joined a scattered toy train set on the floor of the 
room. 

Standing at the accident scene shortly after 
the crash, Dowd said the accident occurred after 
Agostino tried to enter Dascomb Road from near- 
by Lovejoy Road while facing the low morning 
sun. As Agostino took a left turn onto Dascomb, 
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another car entering Dascomb Road from Acorn 
Street across Dascomb from Agostino made her 
feel she had to either speed up or avoid her 
brakes to stay out of the way of the car, said 
Dowd. 

“She didn’t want to hit the woman (in the 
other car). She sped up, lost control and I don't 
think she ever hit the brake,” he said. 

Police do not know who the other driver was. 
and believe that driver may not have even seen 
the accident take place. Agostino declined com 
ment about the incident. 

The car sticking out of the home was a 
remarkable sight, even to those used to dealing 
with such accidents. 

“T’ve had them hit a lot of houses in town over 
the years, but never one that went this deep,” 
said Ron Abraham, of Elm Street Automotive. 
the company called to tow the car. 

But Abraham said in some ways Agostino, the 
driver of the vehicle, was lucky. 

“It caught the house well. I think it would 
have kept on going if the front wheels hadn't hit 
the house the way they did. Even the impact was 
on the passenger side,” said Abraham. 

A car squealed to a stop on Dascomb to look at 
the accident, as Abraham and Dowd continued 
talking. 

“There’s going to be another (accident) before 
this one’s over,” warned Abraham. 

Dowd said many people were stopping to look 
at the damage all morning.

Yes, everybody knows that the really impor- 
tant event in state government this week is the 
swearing in of Gov. Paul Cellucci at noon today 
(Thursday) at the Statehouse. 

But what everybody really wants to know is 
who’s going to the inaugural ball that evening 
at the Hynes Convention Center.

That may technically and legally be | 
true.

It wouldn’t be cast in stone, nor | 
would it be part of a legal document, but it | 
would be a good-faith gesture on the part of | 
those who insists that fears of unreason- | 
able restrictions are unfounded. 

It also might help to start reversing | 
those unflattering stereotypes.

December: The Andover Historical Society 
announces a campaign to undo all the Y2K compli- 
ance efforts that have been ongoing during the year. 

“We sat down and talked about it, and thought,

much more interesting. We can’t think of anything 
better than having history repeat itself. So we’d 
much rather it be 1900 than 2000,” says a spokesman. 

“Besides, this was a great century. Why not live it 
over again? We can eliminate a lot of mistakes, like 
wars. Who knows, we might even be able to elimi- 
nate the 60s. Think of the problems that would 
solve.”

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Warm early winter makes for a high bird count 


The loon that rested on Haggetts Pond this fall left she pond 
when it froze, but still managed to be counted last year during 
the Merrimack Valley Bird Club’s ninth annual Andover 
Christmas Bird Count (CBC) on Dec. 19. 

Approximately 30 birders combed Andover, North 
Andover, Lawrence, Tewksbury and parts of Middleton, Box- 
ford, Billerica, Wilmington, North Reading, and Reading to

count and record the birds. 

Andover’s Al Retelle, president of the Merrimack Valley 
Bird Club for nearly 30 years, says as usual, things have 
changed. 

The varying species of birds counted each year usually 
depends on the temperature, he says. This year, the unusually 
warm weather brought in many ducks that disappear when 
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the ponds freeze over. 

Lou Wagner of the Mass. Audubon Society 
agrees. 

“The unusually warm weather that we experi- 
enced right through mid-December probably con- 
tributed to the high species count,” says Wagner, 
Andover CBC compiler. “With little or no ice on 
the water and no snow to make finding food diffi- 
cult, many birds that might otherwise have 
moved south remained in the count area and 
added to our tally. It was quite a change from last 
year when the count took place later in December 
after colder weather had set in.” 

In 1997, the Andover CBC was held Dec. 28, and 
only 11,239 birds of 54 species were found. When 
the day was done this past year, 15,774 birds of 68 
species were recorded. The species total eclipsed 
the previous high of 60 observed in 1992. The num- 
ber of individual birds seen, though not a count 
record, was about 40 percent more than last year. 

The most unusual bird in this year’s count — 
an orange crowned wobbler — was spotted in Bil- 
lerica, Retelle says. 

“IT wish I had seen it,” he says. The bird was 
spotted by a volunteer on the count, and because 
it is so unusual, a member of the Mass. Audubon 
Society was called in to confirm the sighting. 

Other changes in the area bird count are more 
subtle. Retelle says birds like the Red-belly Wood- 
pecker that were rare 30 years ago are becoming 
more common, as are mockingbirds and cardi- 
nals. 

A more dramatic increase is the number of 
geese. While 10 or 12 geese would be a high count 
in the 1950s, recent geese population count has 
exceeded 500. 

Eagles, which are sometimes spotted on the 
annual count, were absent this year. 

“They don’t really come down (south) until 
they run out of food up north, but you could prob- 
ably find one along the river today,” Retelle says. 

Five species of waterfow! never before seen on 
an Andover CBC were identified, including two 
Northern Pintail, 29 Lesser Scaup, a Common 
Eider, a Bufflehead, and 14 Ruddy Duck. Several 
species of land birds typically not found this far 
north in mid-December were also spotted: a Ruby- 
crowned Kinglet, a Gray Catbird, a Yellow- 
rumped Warbler, and an Orange-crowned War- 
bler, a rare fall migrant to New England. 

The Andover CBC is conducted in a 15-mile 
diameter circle centered near Pomps Pond. The 
count area encompasses approximately 175 
square miles, including Andover, Lawrence, 
North Andover, North Reading, Tewksbury, and 
parts of Billerica, Boxford, Middleton, Methuen, 
Reading, and Wilmington.

Gender equity:

Who are heroes and hero- 
ines in the minds of Andover 
second-graders? Balto the dog. 
Neil Armstrong. Ruby 
Bridges. Mom. Dad. 

What makes a person hero- 
ic? They answer: helping peo- 
ple, strength, bravery. 

A group of 12. second- 
graders at South School came 
to school early in the Tuesday 
morning chill. In a quiet 
classroom they sat in a circle 
with parents Kim Mazur and 
Stephanie Maze-Hsu_ and 
talked about heroes, heroines 
and heroism. 

When the group was asked 
after the story what made the 
protagonist a “hero,” one stu- 
dent answered “he had a great 
heart inside him.” 

The extra-curricular class, 
“Beyond the Basics: Heroes 
and Heroines” is part of 
Andover’s Gender Initiative 
program to address gender 
bias in the schools. 

Efforts to make classroom 
activities more fair for girls 
has led Andover to also con- 
sider what is fair for boys, 
and what type of gender bias 
is at work in Andover schools. 

The class at South School is 
designed to get students talk- 
ing about heroic qualities in 
people independently of gen- 
der, teachers say. 

“You don’t have to be a 
famous person to be a hero,” 
sayS Maze-Hsu, and_ in 
Andover, at least, you don’t

The Gender Initiative pro- 
gram in Andover schools was 
founded in 1995 to address 
issues of gender bias against 
girls in the classroom. But as 
more information has devel- 
oped about gender bias 
against boys, the program has 
evolved into a plan to address 
“whole child development.” 

The Gender Initiative 
Steering Committee oversees 
parent “gender representa- 
tives” from each school. 

This month, gender repre- 
sentative Marcy  Tannen- 
baum-Fox heads a study in 
emerging gender issues affect- 
ing boys. Father-son activities 
are now scheduled along with 
mother-daughter activities. A 
forum, by Dr. Michael 
Thompson of Cambridge 
called “Raising Cain,” on the 
emotional life of boys, is 
scheduled for April 8 this 


year. 

“This is not a female-only 
program,” says townwide 
coordinator Marinel 


McGrath, assistant superin- 
tendent of schools. 

Tannenbaum-Fox says that 
rather than starting a pro- 
gram for boys based just on 
what the steering committee 
has read in studies and arti- 
cles, the group plans to sur- 
vey parents and teachers in 
establishing the most critical 
gender bias issues facing 
boys. 

“I think Andover, unlike 


not just for 


some communities, is willing 
to confront real issues. Some 
people will just say ‘we don’t 
have a problem,” says Tan- 
nenbaum-Fox. 

In speaking with parents 
and teacher, she finds that 
many people have _ ideas 
about what the problems are, 
but few have solutions. 

“We'd like to be part of the 
solution engine, but it’s bet- 
ter to confirm what the prob- 
lem is. From there, we’ll have 
a platform to create pro- 
grams,” she says. 

One recent study of high 
school students and their 
class choices in math and sci- 
ence revealed less gender 
bias than teachers doing the 
research expected, McGrath 
says. 

“Which is good, but not 
what we had hypothesized,” 
she says. 

Responses from last year 
show that girls’ interest in 
careers in math and science 
would peak in 9th and 12th 
grade, but drop off in 10th 
and 11th grade, where boys 
interest in such careers 
increased steadily over their 
high school years, McGrath 
says. 

The results of the survey, 
asking boys and girls why 
they chose certain classes at 
certain levels in math and 
sciences, will be more conclu-

budget rise 

At the start of budget review sea- 
son, and in preparation for Annual 
Town Meeting, School Superinten- 
dent Dr. Claudia L. Bach presented a 
preliminary Fiscal Year 2000 schools 
budget to School Committee members 
Tuesday. 

The preliminary figure is $36.7 mil- 
lion, a 9.3-percent increase over this 
year. The current school budget is 
$33.5 million, Bach reported in her 
budget’s executive summary. 

The preliminary budget is 2.6 per- 
cent more than the predicted FY 2000 
budget, Bach says. She attributes the 
2.6-percent difference to eight items 
totaling $999,427, and including: 

« Student transportation ($169,544);

* Business Office financial manage- 
ment software and training ($30,400); 

+ Staff development required by the 
state ($45,677); 

* Updated textbooks for elemen- 
tary, middle and high school social 
studies, middle school language arts 
and high school math ($186,308); 

* Out-of-district tuition and evalua- 
tive services for special education 
($188,251); 

* Preparation for Andover High 
School’s 10-year  reaccreditation 
($15,000); 

« Additional staff for special educa- 
tion ($304,674); and 

+ Increase in school nurse budget 
under a_ renegotiated contract 
($59,573). 

New programs planned to be 
included in the FY 2000 budget 


include the hiring of nine perma- 
nent substitute teachers. Funds for 
hiring substitutes would be taken 
from the existing budget for substi- 
tutes, Bach says. 

Increases are also the result of 
new programs’ in_ elementary 
teacher planning time ($166,600): 
new textbook adoption for social 
studies, language arts, geometry, 
earth science and Latin I ($309,000); 
a full-time year-round secretary at 
each elementary school ($10,465); 
and the cost of having high school 
science teachers adjust to teach 
revised grade 9 science curriculum 
($103,600). 

The School Committee is sched- 
uled to hold budget workshops Jan. 
12, Jan. 26, and Feb. 9.

School principals 
asked about the space crunch say their 
priority is maintaining class sizes, says 
Bach. 

The meeting will be held in the School 
Committee Room from 6:30-8:30 p.m. 
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A former Bellingham ion! 
tendent of schools has taken out 
nomination papers for School 
Committee. 

Robert Coffill, 42, of Quail Run 
Road, has not yet returned the 
papers, or officially become a can- 
didate. 

“If I do run for School Commit- 
tee, I don’t know if I’d get in, since 
I wouldn’t spend a single nickel on 
the campaign. That would be hypo- 
critical,” Coffill says. 

Coffill is calling for school lead- 
ers to champion the causes of chil- 
dren, and for “someone to repre- 
sent the taxpayer dollar,” he says. 

“There is some wild spending 
going on, and no one’s keeping an 
eye on the gate,” Coffill says. 

He says he is concerned about 
the estimated cost of building two 
new schools at Cross Street. “I 
don’t care where the school is 
built, but what is the infrastruc- 
ture going to cost? A 450-pupil mid- 
dle school could be difficult to pull 
off. Staffing costs would be out of 
sight, out of mind,” he says.

Coffill would not name the com- 
munity where he served as an 
administrator or superintendent, 
but Superintendent Joseph DiPi- 
etro of the Bellingham School Dis- 
trict in southeastern Massachu- 
setts confirmed that Coffill served 
as superintendent for more than a 
year until 1997. 

DiPietro would not comment on 
the circumstances of Coffill’s leav- 
ing his post. Coffill now works as 
an educational consultant, he says. 

Coffill says his experience as a 
superintendent of schools is “irrel- 
evant” to his potential campaign 
for school committee. 

Whether he runs or not, Coffill 
says he plans to attend some meet- 
ings and ask some “point blank” 
questions of committee members 
and administrators. 

“Tt think (Superintendent Dr.) 
Claudia (Bach) is a great choice, 
but I want to see accountability 
held for everybody,” Coffill says. 

Coffill has lived in Andover for 
11 years, he says.

Champy

After a decade of debt, the so-called 
Champy property is no longer tax delin- 
quent. 

FPF Corp., the owners of the large 
property once owned by Rose Champy, 
have finally paid the back taxes owed to 
Andover, with interest. In fact. the 
amount of interest Andover collected 
nearly equaled the taxes owed. 

“We're dancing in the streets,” jokes 
town Treasurer David Reilly, whose 
Office received a $350,000 check Christ 
mas Eve. The check came after Land 
Court ruled that Andover would own the 
property if the taxes were not paid, says 
Reilly. 

“They (FPF Corp.) are paid right up 
until Jan. 1. So they are now a happy, cur- 
rent taxpayer. Well, I don’t know how 
happy they are, but they’re a current tax- 
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tax debt paid

Finally, just before Christmas last 
month, a land court ruled that if FPF did 
not pay off the back taxes then the proper- 
ty would revert to the town, says Reilly. 

He says that on Dec. 24 the town 
received a check for $350,000.

The tax payment helps, but does not 
completely clear the way for a 26lot resi- 
dential development to be built on the 
Champy land. If the plan does go through, 
58 of the 69 acres in the area will be given 
to the Merrimack Valley Watershed 
Council as conservation land, says Town 
Planner Steve Colyer. 

“With the payment of $350,000, I can 
now record this plan at the Registry of 
Deeds,” says Colyer. “That plan was 
approved back in August of ’98, and we’ve 
been waiting ever since for the taxes to be 
paid so we could record the plan.” 

Because an abutter has appealed an 
Andover Conservation Commission deci- 
sion on the property, the plan is currently 
being examined by the Department of 
Environmental Protection. 


Looking back 

The history of the Champy property is 
complex. The property is near Den Rock 
Park on the North Andover and 
Lawrence lines. 

Years ago, the Champy family agreed 
to give someone an option on the proper- 
ty to develop it. On paper, the Champys 
made a substantial sum on the deal, but 
when the would-be developer failed to 
produce, the Champys got nothing except 
IRS payments they could not handle, says 
Colyer. The IRS put a lien on their prop- 
erty, he says. 

As town treasurer, Reilly also saw 
interest accumulate for a decade on the 
amount owned to Andover, even after the 
town put a lien on the property in Sep- 
tember 1990. The town put a lien on the 
property because the owner did not pay 
its fiscal year 1988 to 1990 taxes, says Reil- 


ly. 
By the end of 1998, there was 
$242,792.41 owed in taxes, and $236,733.95 
in interest. The town charged 14 percent 
interest until it placed the 1990 lien on the 
property, and 16 percent interest once the 
lien was established. 

The elderly Rose Champy could not 
afford the cost of the back taxes and want- 
ed only to sell the land, says Reilly. 

“I spoke many times with the 
Champys. They simply didn’t have the 
money to pay. They were hoping it would 
be rezoned and they could sell it and pay 
off the property,” says Reilly. 

Although a group called the Andover 
Residents for Conservation pushed for 
Andover to take or buy the property and 
turn it into conservation land, town offi- 
Cials opposed that idea. An appeal by the 
Champys at a 1995 Town Meeting to 


Reilly says he does not know if any 
other money is owed on the property. 

Based on earlier reports, a year or so 
ago another $600,000 was owed to the 
Internal Revenue Service and $130,000 to 
Arbor Associates, a real estate agency. 

Colyer says that rumors about waste 
on the site have been disproven by stud- 
ies. 

“That was all cleared up. There was a 
study done back in the ’80s that showed it 
to be fairly clean, and another study done 
(later),” he says. 

Assuming the residential development 
is allowed, Colyer says FPF Corp. may 
sell the land and let another corporation 
do the building. 

“T’ve gotten calls from developers that 
have indicated they have an option on it. 
It may be that FPF doesn’t build this,” he 
Says. 


percent, since more of the operating budget 
money would be used to pay debt service. 

The tax bill for a $300,000 home would go 
from the same $4,551 in FY99 to $5,231 in 
F’Y04, under this option, her study shows. 

“This isn’t meant to say in any way that 
this is what the tax bill will be,” says Mar- 
den. “This is not going to work out exactly 
that way. There are so many assumptions to 
this.” 

But her list should give people an idea of 
the relative cost of each funding option, she 
Says. 

The list also shows: 

* using the excess tax capacity but not 
having any debt exclusion overrides would 
cause a 16.3-percent increase in taxes during 
the next five years, and a 4.2-percent 
increase between FY99 and FY00; 

* using the excess tax capacity and hav- 
ing a debt exclusion override on the schools 
would lead to a 19-percent increase in taxes 
over the five year period with a 4.3-percent 
increase from FY99 to FY00: and 

- keeping the tax capacity as is and hav- 
ing overrides for both the schools and the 
safety center would lead to a 19.7-percent 
increase during the next five years, with a 
one-year increase of 3.1 percent.

projects, Andover will only be able to fund operating 
budget increases of around 5 percent in each of the next 
five years, her study shows. 

Marden has made several assumptions in her pre- 
liminary study, she says and she emphasizes that “I am 
not presenting any conclusions or recommendations. 

“This is not to recommend one particular scenario, 
but just to look at the options,” she says. “You have to 
make a lot of assumptions, but by keeping assumptions 
the same, it lets you compare the alternatives.” 

It appears the most expensive option for taxpayers 
would be to have debt-exemption overrides for both the 
school and safety center projects, and to use all of 
Andover’s excess tax capacity. 

The debt exclusions would leave more money avail- 
able for operating budgets, but would also create a 21.1- 
percent increase in residents’ tax bills from fiscal year 
1999 to FY 2004. Under this option, Marden estimates 
someone owning a $300,000 home and paying a $4,551 
tax bill in fiscal year 1999 would pay about $5,509 in 
2004. 

By contrast, using no debt exclusions or other new 
revenues, a homeowner would see only a 14.9-percent 
increase between FY99 and FY04. But this option would

If one spends more, 
others must spend less 


If school officials want to build two new schools, then they’ll 
need to rein in their yearly growth in operating budget 
expenses. That seems to be the message being sent from a pre- 
liminary study done by Finance Committee member Joanne 
Marden. 

“I think there’s a concept that’s really important to under- 
stand,” says Marden. “Budgets should not increase faster than 
revenues.” 

To prove this point, Marden went out of her way to create 
an imaginary town with an $80 million budget. Andover itself 
has a budget of about $80 million. 

In Marden’s imaginary town, there are five departments, 
each of which is projected to have a 5-percent increase in rev- 
enues. As it happens, Andover’s town manager projected 4- to 
o-percent increases for town departments during the past five 
years. 

When one or two large departments in Marden’s town seek 
7 percent increases, it forces the smaller departments to have 
no increase in spending. Similarly, in recent years, the 
Andover school department had sought and received increas- 
es of more than 5 percent — more than those approved for 
other town departments.

If you pledged 1999 was the year you'd turn the page by 
reading something besides beach fare and the Sunday 
paper, then a book club may be for you. 

Celebrating its 48th year during 1999, the Andover 
Great Books Group is one of several such clubs in town. 
The Andover chapter of the national organization was 
founded in 1951 by Bob Rockwell, of North Andover, who 
still regularly attends the meetings. 

“Once people get into it, they stay,” says Jean McGree- 
han, who frequently serves as _ the group’s 
discussion leader. 

The group’s goal is to “encourage adults from all walks 
of life to share their insight into outstanding works of lit: 
erature, religion, philosophy and social science.” 

And that has proved to be the right fit for Andover’s 
Ken Barnhill, a civil engineer, who joined the group 
about eight years ago to Satisfy his need to read. He’s 
been a Great Books Groupie ever since. 

“As a technically trained person, I felt I could use a lit- 
tle bit more of the arts. I considered this a post-graduate 
course,” says Barnhill, of Wolcott Avenue. 

“Most of the members of the group are former teachers 
or editors or librarians who are much more able than I 
am in the field. But they sometimes let me have the last 
five minutes to add something that will please them all,” 
he laughs. “It’s a fun group.” 

The Andover group is one of hundreds of “fun” Great 
Books groups around the country. But McGreehan says 
the members come from all walks of life. 

“T think the only thing the people have in common is a 
love of reading,” says McGreehan. 

Members certainly have the chance to do plenty of 
that. The Andover group meets in Memorial Hall 
Library, on the second and fourth Tuesday of each 
month, from 7:30 to 9 p.m. Most months, members read a 
complete book for their first meeting and a shorter piece 
for the second gathering. The selected books are available 
in paperback and in the library. 

Members say about 10 people show up for each meet- 
ing. The group has around a dozen dedicated members 
and others who attend when there is a book of particular 
interest to them. 

“You can join at any time, and people can float in or 
out for any meeting,” says McGreehan. “The only thing 
we ask is that they do the reading before the meeting.” 

With the next meeting this Tuesday, Jan. 12, potential

new members might want to set their sights on reading 
Rezzori’s Troth for the Jan. 26 meeting.

“It’s not at all like a class. It’s a discussion led by a 
moderator,” says McGreehan, of the meetings. “There’s 
no lecture at all. It’s a disciplined discussion, but very 
free-flowing and relaxed.” 

“It’s not like teaching. It’s quite the opposite. You have 
a leader or leaders, and they progress by asking ques- 
tions. They never answer anything,” says 
Rockwell. “The leader assumes that there might be as 
many answers as there are people at the meeting.” 

McGreehan tries to keep people from talking about crit- 
ical opinions of the book or its social context, so that every- 
one who reads the book will be on the same level and feel 
that they have something to add to the discussion. 

“You don’t need to know anything at all about the 
author or the historical period,” she says. “You just need 
to have read the book. If one person teaches English Lit- 
erature and one person is reading a book for the first 
time, we don’t want the second person to feel like, ‘Oh, 
Geez.’”
